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Fiscal Court

Several items pertaining to the 
Fulton County Community Devel¬ 
opment Block Grant (CDBG) in 
conjunction with Kayser Automo¬ 
tive Systems were approved on 
Monday, Dec. 16 during the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court meeting. Jer¬ 
emy Buchanan, with Purchase Area 
Development District (PADD), re¬ 
ceived approval for a grant agree¬ 
ment with the Commonwealth for 
the Kayser Project, a legally bind¬ 
ing agreement between the Fulton 
County Economic Development 
Partnership and Kayser, and a con¬ 
tract for administrative services with 
the PADD. The Court also adopted 
a residential anti-displacement and 
relocation plan and a procurement 
policy with the PADD, both associ¬ 
ated with the Kayser Project. 

The anti-displacement and relo-

Lounder of the Lour Rivers 
Scholarship Loundation, Robbie 
Rudolph, and the Lulton County Area 
Technology Center (ATC) share a 
common goal. That goal is to assist 
students from Lulton County, Lulton 
Independent and Hickman County as 
they work toward becoming College 
and Career Ready. 

“The sooner we get them here and 
focused on a career path the more we 
can do for them,” stated ATC Principal 
Terry Sullivan on Wednesday morning, 
Dec. 11 during a steering committee 
meeting. 

“Programs at the ATC are important 
to assisting us with eliminating drop 
outs and truancy,” added Rudolph, 
who founded the effective scholarship 
foundation five years ago. “The 
automotive and CNA programs are 
probably two of the most important 
programs in the region.” Hickman 


County has a large group of students 
earning dual credit in the field of 
automotive. 

Sullivan, agreed with Rudolph and 
recognized the recent surge in students 
interested in welding, as well. 

Another goal of Rudolph’s when he 
started his innovative program was to 
change the culture of the last 30 years 
in this region.

Hunters vandalize levee property 


When the Lulton County Levee 
Board met in open session on Thursday, 
Dec. 12, Levee Board President 
David Weatherly informed the Levee 
Commissioners that a portion of the 
levee had been damaged. 

“On Saturday, Dec. 7 Kentucky 
Lish & Wildlife officers discovered 
that two vehicles had damaged the 
levee near Jamison’s Landing,” stated 
Weatherly. “Several men preparing to 
go duck hunting had driven down the 
slope of the levee in one of the newly 
repaired sections causing ruts to be cut 


into the fresh dirt.” 

According to Weatherly, the men 
were charged with Criminal Trespass 
and will appear in Lulton County 
District Court in the coming weeks. 

“The potential exists for the damage 
to become more severe by continued 
erosion from heavy rains this winter,” 
noted Weatherly. “The levee board will 
have the damage repaired and seek 
restitution from those that caused the 
damage.”

Tractor and utility trailer

The Lulton County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice is seeking assistance looking for a 
stolen 2013 John Deere 4105 Tractor. 
A $5,000 award has been offered if in¬ 
formation received leads to the arrest 
and conviction of the responsible party 
for the theft. The incident also involves 
the theft of a utility trailer which was 
stolen from another farmer’s shop just 
a few miles away. 

The tractor was stolen some time 
between Monday, Dec. 9 and Tuesday, 
Dec. 10 from a tractor shed located on 
St. Rt. 94E by the St. Rt. 1212 intersec¬ 
tion, between Hickman and Cayce. 

Back in 2005 a two-hour, two states 
and four counties, tractor-trailer chase 


occurred when Jim Moss interrupted a 
theft in progress in the Cayce Commu¬ 
nity. The chase and theft from 2005 in¬ 
volved the same owners of last week’s 
theft of a Lrontier Rear Deck Mower. 
The 2005 chase eventually led to the 
death of a man who was located in the 
sleeper of the truck and another man 
was charged in the incident.

In answer to the question as to whether or not the State of Ken¬ 
tucky has a highway speed law, W.F. Neill, Assistant Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, sent an interpretation of the speed limitation law to the State 
Highway department last week, which stated in part: “It is my in¬ 
terpretation of the foregoing paragraph that it is restrictive on the 
limits prescribed further in the section. In other words, although 
under subsection 3 of sec. 2739g-51, it is provided that any speed in 
excess of 45 miles an hour on a straight away, on an unobstructed 
highway shall be prima facide evidence of unreasonable and im¬ 
proper driving, nevertheless, if the highway is congested and there 
are pedestrians upon it in a dangerous position and the road is wet, 
and the lives and property of others would be endangered by the 
speed of 45 miles an hour. The driver is bound to reduce his speed 
at a rate that is reasonable and prudent.” (Continued next week)

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The history how the Christmas 


Long before the advent of 
Christianity, plants and trees 
that remained green all year had 
a special meaning for people 
in the winter. Discover the 
history of the Christmas tree, 
from the earliest winter solstice 
celebrations, to Queen Victoria 
and all the way to the annual 
lighting of the Rockefeller 
Center tree. 

How It All Got Started 

Long before the advent of 
Christianity, plants and trees 
that remained green all year had 
a special meaning for people in 
the winter. Just as people today 
decorate their homes during the 
festive season with pine, spruce, 
and fir trees, ancient peoples

hung evergreen boughs over 
their doors and windows. In 
many countries it was believed 
that evergreens would keep 
away witches, ghosts, evil 
spirits, and illness. 

In the Northern hemisphere, 
the shortest day and longest 
night of the year falls on 
December 21 or December 22 
and is called the winter solstice. 
Many ancient people believed 
that the sun was a god and that 
winter came every year because 
the sun god had become sick 
and weak. They celebrated the 
solstice because it meant that 
at last the sun god would begin 
to get well. Evergreen boughs 
reminded them of all the green 

plants that 
would grow 
again when 
the sun god 
was strong and 
summer would 
return. 

The ancient 
Egyptians 
worshipped 
a god called 
Ra, who had 
the head of a 
hawk and wore 
the sun as a 
blazing disk 
in his crown. 
At the solstice, 
when Ra began 
to recover from 
the illness, the 
Egyptians filled 
their homes 
with green palm 
rushes, which 
symbolized 
for them the 
triumph of life 
over death. 

EarlyRomans 
marked the 
solstice with a 
feast called the 
Saturnalia in 
honor of Saturn, 
the god of 
agriculture. The 
Romans knew 
that the solstice 
meant that 
soon farms and 
orchards would 


be green and fruitful. To mark 
the occasion, they decorated 
their homes and temples with 
evergreen boughs. In Northern 
Europe the mysterious Druids, 
the priests of the ancient Celts, 
also decorated their temples 
with evergreen boughs as a 
symbol of everlasting life. The 
fierce Vikings in Scandinavia 
thought that evergreens were 
the special plant of the sun god. 
Balder. 

Germany is credited with 
starting die Christmas tree 
tradition as we now know it in 
the 16th century when devout 
Christians brought decorated 
trees into their homes. Some 
built Christmas pyramids of 
wood and decorated them 
with evergreens and candles if 
wood was scarce. It is a widely 
held belief that Martin Luther, 
the 16th-century Protestant 
reformer, first added lighted 
candles to a tree. Walking toward 
his home one winter evening, 
composing a sermon, he was 
awed by the brilliance of stars 
twinkling amidst evergreens. 
To recapture the scene for his 
family, he erected a tree in 
the main room and wired its 
branches with lighted candles. 

Most 19th-century Americans 

found Christmas trees 
an oddity. The first 
record of one being 
on display was in the 
1830s by the German 
settlers of Pennsylvania, 
although trees had been 
a tradition in many 
German homes much 
earlier. The Pennsylvania 
German settlements had 
community trees as early 
as 1747. But, as late as 
the 1840s Christmas 
trees were seen as pagan 
symbols and not accepted 
by most Americans. 

It is not surprising that, 
like many other festive 
Christmas customs, the 
tree was adopted so 
late in America. To the 
New England Puritans, 
Christmas was sacred. 

The pilgrims’s second 
governor, William 
Bradford, wrote that he 


tried hard to stamp out "pagan 
mockery” of the observance, 
penalizing any frivolity. The 
influential Oliver Cromwell 
preached against “the heathen 
traditions” of Christmas carols, 
decorated trees, and any joyful 
expression that desecrated “that 
sacred event.” In 1659, the 
General Court of Massachusetts 
enacted a law making any 
observance of December 25 
(other than a church service) a 
penal offense; people were fined 
for hanging decorations. That 
stem solemnity continued until 
the 19th century, when the influx 
of German and Irish immigrants 
undermined the Puritan legacy. 

In 1846, the popular royals, 
Queen Victoria and her German 
Prince, Albert, were sketched 
in the Illustrated London News 
standing with their children 
around a Christmas tree. Unlike 
the previous royal family, 
Victoria was very popular with 
her subjects, and what was done 
at court immediately became 
fashionable—not only in Britain, 
but with fashion-conscious East 
Coast American Society. The 
Christmas tree had arrived. 

By the 1890s Christmas 
ornaments were arriving from 
Germany and Christmas tree

most, especially now that they 
are also earning dual credit 
hours.” 

Dual credit hours earned 
at the ATC total 598 hours. 
“Fulton County has a total of 
258 hours, Fulton Independent 
53 hours, and Hickman County 
287 hours,” stated Sullivan. “All 
earned at no cost to the students 
thanks to Robbie Rudolph’s 
scholarship foundation and the 
Pilot Academy.” At $144 per 
credit hour it could have cost 
the students $86,112 for those 
598 hours. The West Kentucky 
Community and Technical 
College is also instrumental 
in the success of this program. 

“Each year the students 
become more aware of what 
this foundation is doing for 
them” Sullivan noted. “It is 
phenomenal.” 

“Back when I was in school 
you were put in a trade school 
when you were a ‘bad’ kid,” 
stated Rudolph. “Now it isn’t 
like that. We have changed that 
stigma as students realize that 
they can begin earning an income 
they can live on sooner when 
they go into health sciences, 
welding, and automotive.” 

Another success of the ATC 
is the statistic that shows the 
predatory preparedness of the 
students has increased from 
40% to 80%. “That is huge,” 
Sullivan said. The ATC recently 
received a 3.98 out of a possible 
4 on their school assessment, 
the highest score they have ever 
achieved. This ranks them 17th 
out of 53 ATC’s in the state of 
Kentucky. 

“We appreciate the demand 
of academic excellence you put 
on our kids,” stated Hickman 
County Schools Superintendent 
Kenny Wilson. “We still have 
areas we want to go forward.” 
Wilson also mentioned that 
Mattea Lock, a Hickman County 
High School graduate, was able 
to obtain her college degree 
early, because of the Falcon 
Academy, and was recently 
hired as the Ag Extension Agent 
at Hickman County.

“You have proof of 
concept at the ATC and all the 
surrounding schools that it is 
working.” 

Rudolph sees this as any 
opportunity for Hickman, Ky. to 
also invest in their community. 
“It is the best investment 
businesses can make,” he said. 
“When you invest in your town, 
the ATC, and the school, you are 
investing in the future.” 

Dianne Owen, who assists 
with overseeing of the Four 
Rivers Foundation, shared 
several success stories of recent 
graduates. “I receive thank you 
notes from students on a regular 
basis thanking the foundation,” 
she stated. “They appreciate the 
assistance with the next step 
in their education and promise 
to work hard. They understand 
that it is a privilege to receive a 
foundation scholarship.” 

An unusual success story 
included a former student who 
decided college wasn’t for him, 
but received assistance from 
the Four Rivers Foundation to 
attend linemen school and is 
now working as a linemen. 

Seven students received 
one time supplements, such as 
money for gas to get to school 
or the deposit fee for college 
admission or housing. 

All in all, what the Foundation 
and ATC is trying to accomplish 
doesn’t just take money. Its 
success is all attributed to the 
heart and time from all those 
people who are assisting the 
students behind the scenes. 
Teachers, counselors, and so 
many others are helping keep 
them on track, raising the bar, 
which is trickling down to 
making so many more students 
successful following high 
school graduation.

Depending on 
how much they contributed to 
your upkeep during the year, 
they may be able to claim you 
as a dependent on their tax 
returns, which could save them 
thousands of dollars. 

Students and parents may be 
able to take advantage of these 
programs on their federal taxes: 

• American Opportunity 
Credit, available for the first 
four years of college. 

• Lifetime Learning Credit, 
available if a taxpayer or a 
dependent is taking college 
courses to acquire or improve 
job skills. 

• Tuition and fees deduction, 

which lets taxpayers deduct 
qualified education expenses 
paid during the year for 
themselves or a dependent.

Stewardship Program (CSP) 
for new enrollments for federal 
fiscal year 2014. Now through 
January 17, 2014, producers in¬ 
terested in participating in the 
program can submit applica¬ 
tions to NRCS.

Farm Bill conservation program 
that helps established conser¬ 
vation stewards take their cur¬ 
rent level of natural resource 
management to the next level to 
improve both their agricultural 
production and provide valu¬ 
able conservation benefits such 
as cleaner and more abundant 
water, as well as healthier soils 
and better wildlife habitat. 

W CSP encourages landown¬ 
ers who are already implement¬ 
ing conservation on their land 
to take a comprehensive look 
at their resource concerns and 
adopt new conservation activi¬ 
ties that can go even further to 
conserve natural resources and 
increase the productivity of their 
operations,” said Jack Kuhn, act¬ 
ing state conservationist for the 
NRCS in Kentucky. 

Kuhn said todays announce¬ 
ment is another example of 


USDA’s comprehensive focus 
on promoting environmental 
conservation and strengthen¬ 
ing the rural economy, and it 
is a reminder that a new Food, 
Farm and Jobs Bill is pivotal to 
continue these efforts. CSP is 
now in its fifth year and so far, 
NRCS has partnered with pro¬ 
ducers to enroll more than 59 
million acres across the nation, 
over 160,000 of those acres are 
in Kentucky. 

The program emphasizes 
conservation performance — 
producers earn higher payments 
for higher performance. In CSP, 
producers install conservation 
enhancements to make positive 
changes in soil quality, soil ero¬ 
sion, water quality, water quan¬ 
tity, air quality, plant resources, 
animal resources and energy. 

Some popular enhancements 
used by farmers and ranchers 
include: 

• Using new nozzles that re¬ 
duce the drift of pesticides, low¬ 
ering input costs and making 
sure pesticides are used where 
they are most needed; 

• Modifying water facilities 
to prevent bats and bird species 
from being trapped; 

• Burning patches of land, 
mimicking prairie fires to en¬ 
hance wildlife habitat; and 

• Rotating feeding areas and 
monitoring key grazing areas to 
improve grazing management. 

While local NRCS offices 
accept CSP applications year 
round, NRCS evaluates applica¬ 
tions during announced rank¬ 
ing periods. To be eligible for 
this year’s enrollment, produc¬ 
ers must have their applications 
submitted to NRCS by January 
17,2014. 

A CSP self-screening check¬ 
list is available to help produc¬ 
ers determine if the program is 
suitable for their operation. The 
checklist highlights basic infor¬ 
mation about CSP eligibility re¬ 
quirements, stewardship thresh¬ 
old requirements and payment 
types.

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“Not your traditional Christmas pie recipes” 





We have all heard the nursery 
rhyme - Little Jack Horner. “Lit¬ 
tle Jack Horner; Sat in a Corner; 
Eating his Christmas pie; He 
put in his thumb and pulled out 
a plum; and said, “What a good 
boy am I!” 

History from the 16th 
Century reputed that “Little 
Jack Horner” was the Stew¬ 
ard to Richard Whiting 
(1461-1539), the Bishop 
of Glastonbury. 

The Steward had 
an important role 
and was respon¬ 
sible for 
managing 
the house¬ 
hold, col- 
1 e c t i n g 
taxes and 
keeping accounts. 

With Glaston¬ 
bury being 
the larg¬ 
est and 
wealthi¬ 
est Ab¬ 
bey in 
England, 
extensive 

lands and manors were owned 
in the county of Somerset. Be¬ 
tween 1536 and 1540, after 
breaking away from the Catho¬ 
lic Church, King Henry VIII 
and his chief minister Thomas 
Cromwell set out to dissolve all 
of the Monasteries in England. 
By 1539, Glastonbury was the 
only religious house that re¬ 
mained. 

It was rumored that the Bish¬ 
op tried to bribe the King. He 
sent his Steward, Richard Whit¬ 
ing, with a gift of 12 title deeds 
to various English manorial es¬ 
tates. The deeds were thought to 
be hidden in the 12 pies. Whit¬ 
ing (Little Jack Horner) realized 
that the bribe would do no good 
and was said to have stolen the 
deeds to the manor of Mells (it 
being the real ‘plum’ of the 12 
manors). 

The 11 remaining deeds were 
presented to the crown jewel, 
but to no avail. The old Bishop 
was convicted of treason for 
remaining loyal to Rome. The 
jury, which included Whiting 
(Little Jack Homer), found the 
Bishop of Glastonbury guilty 
and sent him to a terrible death 
of being hung. 


The Abbey was destroyed. 
Following the destmction of 
the abbey the steward, Horner 
moved into the Manor of Mells.
